Premier Millerand Announces 
Troops Will Be Withdrawn 
from Rhineland 


RESTORE CONDITIONS 


Situation Is More Favorable— 
French Note Expected to 
Accept British View 


PARIS, April 12.—Premier Miller- 
and, answering the sixth note of the 
British government with regard to 
the occupation of the Rhineland by 
France, assured the Earl of Derby, 
the British ambassador, that evacua- 
tton of the cities recently occupied 
would take place simultaneously and 
that the conditions existing when 
France intervened would be restored. 


LONDON, April 12.—An authorita- 
tive statement issued tonight indi- 
cates that the Franco-British situa- 
tion is even more favorable than rep- 
resented by Andrew Bonar Law, the 
government spokesman, in the house 
of commons today. The statement 
intimates that a French note is ex- 
pected, accepting the British view and 
agreeing to evacuate the occupied 
towns rapidly on withdrawal of the 
German troops from the Ruhr, which 
has already commenced. 


BERLIN, April 12.— (Associated 
Press)—"‘Military action in the Ruhr 
basin is about to come to an end,” 
said Chancellor Mueller in the course 
of a declaration before the national 
assembly today. ‘All troops not in- 
dispensable will be withdrawn. Ne- 
gotiations are going on with the al- 
lies for a three months’ extension of 


the convention of August, 1919. The 
occupation of the Main cities will end 
shortly.” 

The chancellor's declaration was a 
bitter attack on the French pre- 
mier’s militarism, It justified the 
German action in the Ruhr by argu- 
ments already advanced in the Ger- 
man notes, and maintained that a 
democratic Germany was possible 
only {if the Franco-German duel 
ceased and economic collaboration 
was undertakén seriously, instead of 
merely announced,

For con- 
spicuous bravery in action he was 
awarded the distinguished service 
medal.

Agreement with Street Railwaymen Goes to Utilities Committee for 
Further Consideration; Other Agreements Are Retroactive from 


February

Money Bylaws 


There was a big attendance of civic 
employees at the city council meeting 
on Monday night, for the reason that 
the various union agreements were 
before council for consideration. 

The whole of the agreements pre- 
sented to council by the city commis- 
sioners, after negotiating with tho 
employees, were adopted, with one 
exception—that of the street railway- 
men’s union. This was referred to 
the utilities committee for further 
consideration, a course suggested by 
the mayor and agreed to by council. 

The agreements assented to by 
council included Local No, 30, cov- 
ering the laborers and employees in 
the streets department; Local No. 52, 


which takes in all the inside em- 
Ployees, 
In the case of Local No. 62, the 


agreement gives a flat increase of 
$30 per month to the employees, save 
in a few cases, 

Two, other agreements assented to 
covered the employees in the electric 
light and telephone dpartmnts, and 
quncil also passd the agreement with 
Firefighters’ Local No. 209. It was 
stated that this agreement gave the 
firemen $140 per month, 

On reaching the street railway- 
men’s agreement, which included the 
Proposal to give the employees the 
maximum of 72% oents per hour, the 
mayor remarked that, being a very 
important matter, it might well go to 
a committee of council. 

This was agreed to, Ald. Milton 
Martin says that the wage schedule 
was not in accordance with the other 
agreements, it being excessive, 

It was moved by the mayor that 
Ald. Milton Martin be added to the 
utilities committee for consideration 
of this matter, and this was approved. 

A motion was carried that all the 
increases of salary to be made under 
the agreements should be retroactive 
from February 165. 

Make Offer for Penitentiary Site 


Reports were received from Alds. 
East and Bowen in regard to their 
interviews with the Dominion gov- 
ernment officials respecting the se- 
curing of the penitentiary buildings 
and site by the city, Letters were 
also read from General Griesbach, in 
which he. stated that he had been 
given to understand that the depart- 
ment of railways would not require 
the site. 

Counctl discussed the matter along 
the lines of endeavoring to secure the 
site upon the basis of original cost 
to the government. It was stated 
that the site included 160 acres in 
all, and Commissioner Ormsby stat- 
ed that he believed the original price 
was $150 per acre. 

Ald. Bowen said the minister of 
justice had somewhat demurred at 
this idea, but afterwards he had 
seemed inclined to look upon it with 
more favor, acknowledging that the 
property had increased in value’ by 
reason of the growth of the city, and 
also that it had been exempt from 
taxation. The idea of the govern-

Bowen 
said that he had asked for the city to 
be given a reasonable time to con- 
sider the matter, and the minister 
agreed to this. . 

Finally, after discussion, council 
was unanimously in agreement in 
making an offer for the property, and 
this will be made on the lines of a 
Proposal as submitted by Alds. Bowen 
and East, as follows: 

The city will offer to purchase the 
property at the original cost to the 
government, plus interest to date, or 
as an alternative the request to be 
made that the city be given the op- 
tion of purchasing the property at a 
reasonably reduced price on current 
valuation. The Edmonton represen- 
tatives at Ottawa, General Griesbach, 
Messrs. Mackie and Douglas, are to 
be asked to act on behalf of the city 
in negotiating the best possible price 
with the government, and it will also 
be asked that the city have the privi- 
lege of paying only the current rate 
of interest annually for a period of 
ten years, with the option of paying 
the purchase price at any time dur- 
ing that time, 

Ald. Milton Martin sald that Ald. 
East, when discussing the matter re- 
cently, had suggested that if the city 
secured the land that nothing should 
be done until they had the site plan- 
ned by a town-planning expert. He 
thought that this was an excellent 
idea which should be adopted, and 
might be added to the communica- 
tion sent to Ottawa. 

It was decided that this should be 
done.

It was 
also remarked that the incinerator 
removal would have to be done and 
paid for out of taxes if there was no 
other way of securing the money,

by Mr. Ross Alger on behalf of the 
civic interests committee of the board 
of trade, who asked {f council 
would take up the matter and if 
necessary ask for a Dominion inquiry 
Into the charges made.

Present and Former Officers of 
“Old Guard’’ Assemble at

Officers of His Majesty's forces who 
assembled in the Macdonald hotel 
Monday evening, took preliminary 
steps toward the formation of a millt- 
ary institute in this city. Brigadier- 
General Bell, officer 
military district No. 13, was in at- 


tendance, and after a lengthy discus- 
sion in which Lieut.-Colonei L. C. 
Harris thought that the government 
should render some financial assist- 
ance, @ military institute was formed 
with the appointment of a provisional 
committee to undertake all arrange- 
ments. 

One hundred present and former of- 
ficers of the “Old Guard” assembled 
at this dinner arranged solely for 
members of comn@ssioned rank. So- 
cial pleasures were enjoyed in which 
all participated, and following a leng- 
thy discussion as to the purposes of 
the proposed military institute, the 
various functions® it would perform 
and the lines it would follow, all as- 
Sembled stood in an unanimous vote 
of approval to form, according to the 
best known methods, a military insti- 
tute that would aid toward the per- 
petuation of all the great trad!tions of 
Edmonton and Canadian battalions 
during their services in France, in 
Belgium and Flanders, and jin the 
lands of conflict lying: further to the 
east. 

Institute Necessary. 


General Bell, representing the army; 
Lieut. Hall representing the navy; 
Capt. “Wop” May whose reputa- 


tion was gained as a result of services| 


rendered in the air force; Lieut.-Col- 


onel Anderson of the 101st regiment, | 


and Lieut.-Colonel J. Justus Willson, 
chairman of the evening. all spoke in 
regard to the arms‘of the service they 
represented, Andgall voiced the opin- 
jon that a military institute was neces- 
sary. . 

Brig--General Bell, following his 
instruction by Lieut.-Colone] Willson, 
epoke of the British army as being 
the finest fighting machine in the 
world. But he spoke also of Britain's 
initial unpreparedness, 

Duty of Every Man. 

“It 1 the duty of every man,” said 
General Bell, ‘‘to think of the future. 
At the present time Canada has no 
set policy upon which a. military or- 
ganization of the future could depend. 
It is the first duty of Canada, accord- 
ing to the present policy, to’ try out 
the voluntary force, and the success 
lof the whole scheme depends upon the 
men facing me.” 

The experiences, of the past war 
had made men thing of the future, 
asserted General Beil. And people 
who had not realized all its horrows 
did not know nor ever would know. 
Therefore it was up to the men who 
had experienced the work of the past 
to take precautions for the future; it 
was their duty to encourage the grow- 
ing boys to make the necessary pre- 
parations for the days needing milit- 
ary preparedness that were about to 
come. 

General Bell thought that Edmon- 
ton was fortunate at the present time 
in the work she was to undertake in 
the future. Particularly fortunate 
was thia city in the fact that no milit- 
ary unit was going to be disbanded, No 
doubt difficulties would be encounter- 
ed in the future in the re-establish- 
ment of a standing protective organiza, 
tlon, but upon the general enthusiasm 
that past officers of the Canadian ex- 
peditionary force revealed in the work 
of the future would depend largely 
the success of the militia.

The Hay lakes 
region {# of course a great resort for 
water fowl, and the Indians make 
a big hunt there in fall and spring.

If numpers are anything to go by 
the voting up to mid-day on Monday 
did not augur anything too rosy for 
the fate of the money bylaws. 

Up to that ume the highest poll re- 
ported by the returning officer (City 
Clerk Cox) was 13 at King Edward 
school poll, while the Bmallest was 
two votes at the double poll at Nor- 
wood, . 

‘these figures are poor, ag the total 
burgess vote for the city is 6,824, and 
there are only 1& polis, and the par- 
ticular polly in question serve large 
districts, 

When 4@ burgess vote was taken in 
July, 1919, the total for the King Ed- 
ward gchool poll was 102, and the 
total at the Norwood poll was 135. 

While these figures would be taken 
as ee hE indifference,on the part 
of the public towards the‘bylaws, con- 
siderwble opposition wag also mani- 
fested towards the passing of ths 
power house and telephone bylaws. 
In such case the natural supposit.on js 
that if burgesses golong to the poll 
were determined to vote against the 
two, the odds are that they would re- 
cord their votes against, the whole. 
On the other hand, the board of trade 
went on reoord decidedly in favor of 
the bylaws, and it was considered that 
this should be responsible for a con- 
siderable number of votes, indeed, 


enough to turn the. scale in their 
favor. 
Another ftastance of indifference

WONDERING WHAT 


CONVENT No MEAN 


Not Certain Canada Not Bound 
to Exact National Eight- 
Hour Law 


Ottawa, April 12—The course the 
government intends to pursue jn re- 
gard to ratification of the conventions, 
to which Canada is a party, adopted at 
the International Labor  conterence, 
will, it ig expected, be announced 
shortly. The department of justice 
now has the matter under considera- 
tion. In regard to the eight-hour day 
convention, the point arises whether 
Canada has or has not contracted an 
international obligation to put the 
convention into effect. If there is such 
an international obligat:‘on it might 
be claimed that the Dominion parlia- 
ment hag jurisdiction, If there is no 
international obligation, jurisdict-on 
would lie with the provincial legis- 
latures.

While there fs still a great amount || 
of hay in the country, the warm 
weather of the past two days has con- 
ederably altered the feed eituation in 
the province. Deputy minister, H.A. 
Craig, of the department of agri- 


culture, stated Monday morning that 
this was particuiarly noticeable, since 
that particular morning he had had 
no request for hay and had had offers 
to buy in considerable amounts. Two. 
of these offers included lote of 600 
cars, but were being offered at high 
Prices, The hay being brought in by 
the department is being landed at 
between $40 and $45 a ton, 

Mr. Craig stated that hay and feod 
are coming to all parts of Northern 
Alberta in fajrly large quantities. 

A considerable amount of sheaves 
which have been in stook and under 
the snow, have been bought by farm- 
ers who have dug them out and have 
loaded therm. A large quantity of 
etraw has also been moved by the G. 
T.P. lines south of Camrose. 

The department has been receiving 
dally shipments of feed on all lines, | 
states Mr. Craig, especially on the C. | 
N.R., the G@.T.P and C.P.XH, Mnew |

United States not because he is a} 
Prince, but because he represents | 
the people of Great Britain and 
the group of affiliated nations) 
known as the British Empire. That! 
his positiog is hereditary, and not 
elective or appointive, does not in| 
the estimation of our neighbors af-| 
fect the fact that he is our repre- 
sentative; how we select or de- 
termine the head of our govern- 
mental system is our business, not! 
their’s.. Being the person destined | 
to occupy that post, they receive 
him with a weleome which _be- 
speaks their regard for the peoples 
he represents. 

It is worth while at this time 
both that the Prince should visit 
the United States and that his re- 
ception there should be as it has 
been. The course of events regard- 
ing the peace treaty at Washing- 
ton has caused wide and deep dis- 
appointment among a large section 
of Britishers; and there are not 
wanting those who would fan that 
disappointment into resentment, at 
the risk, or for the deiiberate pur-| 
pose, of killing out the friendly 
feeling that developed between 
the Republic and the Empire 
through their co-operation in the 
war. 

The visits of the Prince carry 
to understanding ‘‘ Americens’’ as- 
surance that these things have 
not changed the attitude of the 
British peoples toward their coun- 
try; and the kindliness with which 
they have received him is assurance 
to the British peoples that the re- 
jection of the peace treaty does, 
not reflect a revulsion in the Unit-| 
ed States from the sentiments ‘that | 
were so pronounced in the days of 
conflict.

MARKETING OF WHEAT, 


isditor The Bulletin: 

8.r,—The evidence which I submit- 
ted in a former letter to the preas re 
national marketing of wheat, was 
wuite conclusive; but there is much 
more that suovid be said in order to 
sive the men who have not had an 
vpportunity of getting all the facts, a 
vnance to decide this matter intelli- 
gently, 

The phrase “national marketing” 
has a nice sound, but is the system 
such as we know it a method ot sel- 
ling such as could possibly commend 
itself to any shrewd business farmer ? 

The present government was eleci- 
ed for the period of the war. ‘They 
do not now represent the country in 
any sense of the word. The men who 
6tow wheat would welcome a chance 
to turn them out tomorrow. . How, 
then, could .a board which they ap- 
pointed, represent the ¢armer? 

Then again, suppose they were our 

veal representatives, whoever gave 
them authority to seize our wheat and 
dispose of it as they saw fit? Cer- 
tuinjy not the Grain Growers or any 
one that directly or indirectly repre- 
sented them. 
a) In July last year the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture asked the gov- 
ernment to fix a minimum price and 
to uppoint a bourd te take the wheat 
if it dropped below that price on the 
open market; in fact the game plan 
that has been so successfully worked 
across the border. 

Can any one point to any other 
class ever haying been treated in a 
similar manner? If a manufacturer 
wishes to place ‘his goods on a foreign 
market, the government will render 
him every assistance but he sells his 
output when, where and how he likes, 
and collects the money himself. 

Imagine, if you can, such a thing 
as the government seizing the ent.re 
output of a manufacturing concern, 
making a small payment down and in- 
forming the owner that they would 
render an accounting, say 18 months 
later, In the meantime, without 
knowing what he was to get for that 
year's output, 
buy raw material and machinery, en- 
gage help, etc., and keep right on 
ruuning his factory to its full capac- 
ity. Of course, you say, that no sane 
man would subimt to such a thing, 
and yet the farmers are standing for 
just such a deal, 

We were told again and again that 
the wheat board had only one object 
én view, and that was to get the very 
best price possible for our wheat. 
That they are not doing it we have 
positive proof. By an order issued 
February 21st, they are selling wheat 
for seed at $2.45 and from the best 
available information, in their selling 
to Europe, the buyer and not the pro- 
ducer has been considered first, 

Possibly these concessions were 
made with the best of intentions, but 
I think that most farmers would pre- 
fer to do their own gift-making rath- 
er than to allow the government or 
the wheat board to make good fellows 
of themselves at our expense.

RAILWAYS RAISE 
PRICE OF BERTHS 


Twenty Per Cent. Increase in 
Sleeping and Parlor Car Rates 
On May 1st 


Montreal, April 12.—(By Canadian 
Press)—-A twenty,per cent. increase 
in sleeping car and parlor car rates, 
to meet an increase of from one hun- 
dred per cent, in the cost of these 
services will be put into effect on May 
1, in the tariffs of the Canadian and 
United States ra‘lway systems, ac- 
cording to a statement issued Sunday 
by the railways concerned, in which 
it is pointed out that except for war 
tax, rates pald for sleeping car berths 
and parlor car seats are today ap- 
proximately the same as 20 years ago. 

Th minimum charge for lower 
berths under the new rates !n stand- 
ard (first class) sleeping cars is set 
at $2.00 and upper berths at $1.60; for 
drawing room, the tariff will be $7.00 
and compartment $6.00. 

The minimum charge for a parlor 
car seat is fixed at 50 cents.

The accused was arrested on April

time ago, Constable Forrester was | 
made acquainted In respeot of the tim- | 
idity and apparent fear of Green; he 
was alvo informed that Green had ad- 
mitted he shot a man in cold blood. 

With Corpjoral Matson, Forrester 
effected the arrest on April 2nd and at 
that time was told by Green that it 
was mighty lucky he had not used his 
gun again. 

Green's fear is well evidenced in in- 
formation furnished by a resident of 
the Greenglade district with whom the 
accused travelled west from Windsor, 
Ont. Bonrding the train at the 'atter 
point, the {ntormant happened to be 
talking to two Windsor police detec- 
tives, one cf whom happened io show 
bis badge. Green, who was also on 
the Windsor station platform, saw this 
and it is asserted, thinking that his 
fellow passenger was another detec- 
tive lived in fear of him untll reaching 
Winnipeg. 

At Winnipeg, Green evidently came 
to the conclusion that his fear was 
without reason and accordingly made 
friends with the supposed detective 
with whom he travelled the entire dis- | 
tance west to Provost where the om] 
became settlers.

In advocating his idea for a Ki- 
Wans home for boys between the 
ages of 12 and 18 years, A. G. Brown-
